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If  you  are  a  teacher  or  group  leader  in- 
volved in  preparing  environmental  educa- 
tion programs,  don't  overlook  the  abundant 
resources  of  your  own  community. 

Most  Federal,  State,  county,  and  city  agen- 
cies have  materials  and/or  resource  person- 
nel available  for  the  following  activities: 
environmental  studies,  conservation  prac- 
tices, field  trips,  presentations,  area  plan- 
ning, site  development,  curriculum  develop- 
ment, and  teacher  workshops. 

When  requesting  assistance,  remember 
that  most  resource  personnel  are  quite 
busy.  Give  them  plenty  of  lead  time,  com- 
bine groups  for  a  speaker,  and  be  specific 
in  your  requests  for  information. 

When  ordering  written  materials,  remember 
these  points: 

1.  Designate  one  youngster  or  committee 
member  to  write  to  an  organization.  (Do 
not  ask  an  entire  class  to  write  to  one 
address.) 

2.  Specify  a  certain  area  or  theme.  (Do  not 
ask  an  organization  to  send  "one  of 
everything.") 

3.  Make  certain  material  is  suitable  for 
handout  before  ordering  several  copies.
